SENTENCE SCOTT 


Robert's Plea 
Of 
Guilty 


Saves Him From Death 


On the Gallows. 


CHICAGO, July 15.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Robert Scott to- 
day stood just without the shadow 
of the noose by which the state will 
take the life of his elder brother, 
Russell, in atonement for that of 
the young drug clerk, shot and 
killed while they were robbing his 
store here two years ago. 
Because his denial of the actual 
shooting shifted the burden of the 
crime to hl« convicted brother, be- 
cause he pleaded guilty, the court 
held "there was no murder In his 
heart." and Robert Scott was sent- 
enced to life imprisonment. 
The sentence was passed late 
yesterd*" by Judge William 
N. 
Gen--..:,t. In the sentencing Robert 
heard his brother, awaiting execu- 
tion on OctobeT 15, assailed 
by 
Judge Gemmill as the actual slayer 
of Joseph Maurer. He heard him- 
self referred to as a murderer, also, 
but one without the instinct to kill. 


Two factors, Judge Gemmill indi- 
cated, influenced him In Imposing 
a life sentence rather than a death 
penalty for the crime, •which he 
characterized as a "cold blooded 
murder, the like of which I have 
not heard in my experience." 
The factors were Robert Scott's 


plea of guilty and his testimony 
from the stand; together -with other 
corroborating evidence that he did 
not do the actual killing.

Cheyenne county alone 


is expected to produce 4,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
The eastern und southern counties provided the real 
suprlse for the crop observers. 
The forepart of June 


the outlook was gloomy and forbidding. The soil 
was unusually dry and Viot weather was bringing 
the plant to maturity before it had attained sufficient 
growth to insure harvesting by the customary meth- 
ods. Then came two weeks of cool, pleasant weather, 
interspersed with occasional rains. In the judgment 
of many it was too late to help wheat which had 
been irreparably damaged. But it was not too late. 
The returns Irani the thrilling machine outfits in 
southern and ca.stern counties is most emphatic evi- 
dence that In some respects Nebraska produced ;i 
very remarkable crop of grain under most adverse 
conditions.

has become so strongly marked. William R. Nelson 
left most of his fortune for the establishment of an 
art gallery. Approximately $20,000,000 will be avail- 
able for the purchase of the finest paintings, the 
choicest examples of sculpturing, and other works of 
art. 
It will enrich the community life of Kansas 


City for many years to come. 


And then there is James Duke, who gave away 


nearly a hundred million dollars for the establish- 
ment of a- great university In the South; Eastman, 
who established a home for poor boys, lacking op- 
portunities for study and improvement but possessing: 
ambition; and a score of others.

Foundation, which has spent nearly $500,000.000 with 
special reference to medical and educational problems, 
has .performed a serTice to 
never be fully appreciated.

Evi- 
dently the immensely rich men of this country have 
set about to solve the problem resulting from the 
accumulation of wealth in the handy of a few.

It is worthy of emulation in every section of the 
country. 


THE MIDOLEWEST APPRECIATING ITSELF. 
Public spirited groups of Iowa have formed a state 


Council of Conservation having for its object tho 
correlation of all agencies in the state interested in 
reforestation and the protection of lakes, natural 
beauty spot?, bird life and native wild flowers- 


"The objects of the council," reports say. "Include 


an educational program along the lines of reforesta- 
tion and forest conservation; a pursuance of legisla- 
tive action In regard to conservation programs; edu- 
cation and cooperation with the farmer on the pro- 
srom of reforestation; developing and improving the 
state park system; securing additional federal and 
state aid for forestry experimental work and for 
tree planting: projects." 


The news ia Interesting and of impoi tance because 


it is indicative of a movement which is not confined 
to Iowa, but which spreads over the entire middle- 
west. This section of America is gradually discov- 
ering the fact that Dame Nature did not bestow all 
her blessings upon California and Florida. 


There arc many attractive rivers and wooded spots 


in central America, and scores of places which can 
be made scenically beautiful as well as productive.

WHOSE FAULT IS IT? 


president Chester 1. t-ong of the American bar as- 


sociation, a former congressman and senator from 
Kansas, is quoted as declaring in his speech to that 
organization at Denver that the court* of this country 
have been "placed in a strait jacket" by ill-advised 
and misguided legislation, so that they cannot func- 
tion properly In protecting- the public against crimi- 
nals; and because of that fact the people have lost 
confidence In them. 


In other quarters, from time to time, just the op- 


posite criticism Is heard. The judiciary is accused 
of being a law unto itself, nullifying sta-tutes en- 
acted by legislative bodies to protect the people, let- 
ting criminals go free on flimsy technicalities, and 
denying 
the constitutional rights 
of 
individuals 


through the injunctive process and by means of con- 
tempt proceedings without Jury trial. 
Not a few 


eminent members of the bar have spoken in con- 
demnation of those things. 


It is a point worth remembering that both the' 


courts and the. assemblages which make our laws 
are dominated by the legal profession, and whatever 
faults may exist on both sides can he largely laid 
at the door of that cult. If the courts are in a 
Etralt jacket it is the lawyers who have put them 
there. On the other hand, if courts are usurping 
legislative authority and allowing justice to be 
flaunted and basic personal rights overridden, the 
responsibility rests primarily -upon the bar. 
v 


There is'no other country In .the world where gov- 


ernment is so much in the hands of lawyers as it is 
In the United States. Can that be the reason why 
law has fallen into such general disrespect all over 
the Station? Have the people been given an overdose of 
legal medicine by the enactment of too many statutes 
and also by the modern judicial practice of straining 


" at gnats and swallowing: camcl.s, until they have 
• become nauseated and disgusted with the whole 


mesa? 


If the American bar association wants to Improve 


the situation, It can do a whole'lot toward that end. 
The 'profession itself could accomplish more in the 
direction of simplifying- Judicial processes than any 
other agency. Such glmpllncatlon would have a pro- 
found effect u.ion the public attitude toward laws 
•nd courts, Increasing respect for both. The popu- 
lar I4*a that courts arc not dealing out even-handed
